POV. Ga uu, Dominion land agent at 
Edmonton, died on Thursday, May Sth, after 
a lingering illness. t. Gauvreau was ap- 
pointed land agent at Edmonton in 188¢, 
and has held the position eVer since, In 
1887 he visited his howe in Rimouski, Que- 
bee, and while in the east suffered from an 
attack of typhoid fever from which he never 
recoveted. His health declined steadily 
after having had an attack of lagrippe a 
year ago and last fall he was compelled to 
give up his active duties in the office, his place 
being filled by Mr, Ruttan. About two 
inonths ago he seemed to have successfully 
passed a crisis in the course of the disease, 
and good hopes of his recovery were enter- 
tained, but recently he suffered from anoth- 
er attack of la grippe, which carried him off. 
He isaves a widow and six small children. 
Mr. Gauvreau was a careful and competent 
official, and his death is a loss to the town of 
Edmonton with whose intereste he was 
thoroughly identified, Mrs, Gauvreau has 
the sincere sympathy of the whole community 
inher terrible bereavement, The funeral

HALF BREED SCRIP. 

The question of additional scrip to the half 
breeds of the Northwest was protiinently 
before the electors of the Territories during 
the parliamentary clections of 1887. The 
Alberta and SaskatchéWan candidates un 
reservedly pledged themselve® to ute all 
reasonable cenodeavors to sectire that scrip. 
The ground upon which the claim was based 
was briefly: Thatas the sorip which waa due 
in 1870 and was paid in Manitoba in 1875; 
was not paid on the Saskatchewan until 1885 
nnd 1886, the hall breeds of the Baskatchewan 
were entitled elther to be paid tp to 1885; or 
to receive compensation for the time which 
they had been kept out of their rights. That 
none of the Northwest members publicly ex- 
erted themselves to secure this right fora 
part of their consituente the records of par- 
liament prove, What thelr private exertions 

if any--were they have not informed any 
one, In any case whatever the cxertions 
were they were not successfil and were not 
even noticed by the governtnent, from that 
time until the present, At the first session 
of the then newly constituted Northwest 
assembly in 88, aresolution was unanimous. 
ly passed by the assembly asking the feder- 
al government to grant to the half breeds of 
the Northwest this additional scrip. The 
request was answered indirectly only 
only, by the deputy minister of interior 
being sent to make a tollr of the Saskat- 
chewan with a view of finding out the rights 
of the matterfrom 4 government point of 
view. He reported against the granting of 
the scrip without evokiug the smallest pro- 
test from the parliamentary representabiver 
of the Northwest, During the assembly 
session of 1889, although bo answer had been 
reccived from the federal government to the 
resolution of the previous year, it was repest- 
ed with emphasis. No answer was received, 
and in the session of 1890 it was again repeat. 
ed, emphasis and alt. The matter stood 
thus untilthe parliamentary elections of the 
6th of March last, the government standing 
unpledged for or against the issue of the 
scrip, During the campaign the members 
seeking re-election were free to wive such 
exeuses for theiY presumed inaction in the 
past and make such promises for the future 
asthey pleased, But directly the election 
was over,fon March 24th, the governor-ven- 
eral approved a report onthe resolution of 
the assembly of December Fth, 1889, which 
was forwarded to the several wiembers of the 
assembly from Regina on April 7th in whieh 
the minister of interior says that “in. his 
opinion it would not be expedient that par. 
liament should be asked to amend the law in 
that direction” After fooling the half 
breeds with false promises ever since 1887, 
Tor the members who pledged themselves to 
secure half breed rights wore and are govern 
ment supporters the government, now that 
the elections are safely “overjdares to take a 
position on the question and declares in so 
many Words that it has no intention of mak- 
ing good the pledges of its supporters to 
their constituents, It is well for every body 
to have the position of the government on 
this question clearly defined, so that the 
half breeds shall no longer be deluded by 
Talse hopes and false promises, and shall 
know how much roliance is to be placed on 
the exertions of their present representatives 
To the persistence of the assembly ta fup 
porting the rights of the half breeds is due 
the credit of bringing the matter thus to 
a devisive point, 
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The Calgary Herald denies that it has 
“flopped” on Northwest government ques

The Calgary Herald publishes a copy of a 
protest which it says is being generally sign- 
edin the country on the Saskatchewan east 
and northeast of Bdmonton against the 
selection of this place as the terminus of the 
©. & BK. railway. The assertions made are 
the same as those which have appeared in 
the several communivations on the subject 
which have already appeared in this paper. 
The Herald does not comment.

PETROLEUM, 


The report of R. G@. McConnell, appearing 
in the report of the geological survey branch 
of the department of interior contains the 
following: 

“Favorable indications of the presence of 
oil are afforded by the existence of severa! 
natural gas springs in the valley of the 
Athabasca above Boiler Rapid. One of these 
occurs at the mouth of Little Buffalo Kiver 
and is twenty mies distant in a straight line 
from the outcrop of the tar-sands. The yas 
here forces its way from the sands up thruugh 
a covering of 250 feet of Benton shales and 
issues from the surfacein numerous small 
jets distributed over an area fifty feet or 
more in diameter. Some of the jets when 
lighted burn. steadily until extinguished by 
heavy raius or strong wind, and afford sufti- 
cient heat to cook acamp meal, A second 
spring was noticed thirteen miles below the 
mouth of Pelican River, or forty miles ina 
straight line from the outcrop of the tar- 
sands at Boiler Rapid. The volume of gas 
escaping here is less than at the mouth of 
Little Buffalo River, and in order to reich 
the surface it is obliged to penetrate 670 teet 
of shales and sand. Escaping jets of was 
were also noticed at several points further 
up the river, but these were mostly emall 
and may possibly be due to decaying vege- 
table matter, 

“The question of the continuity of the 
tar-sands, aid their petroliferous character 
under cover, can only be settled in a deeided 
inanner by boring, and it is highly desirable 
that drilling operations should be undertak+ 
en fov this purpose, The indications scem 
amply sufficient to warrant the small ex. 
penditure inyolved, and the advantages 
which would acerue frou a successful issue 
of the search to this rtion of the North- 
west uae almost incalculable, The south- 
ern limit of the field cannot, without present 
know edge or without boring, be detined; tt 
may possibly extend to the Saskatehewan or 
beyond, as even as far as Manitoba the rocks | 
are more or less petroliferons, | 

“Two bore boles, one at the inouth of Lac | 
la Biche River, and $the other at the mouth | 
of the Pelican, would add largely to our | 
kuowledge of the co ye pope Kevlogy of 
this region, and would either settle positive- | 
ly the question asto the presence or absenve | 
of petroleum in paying quantities, or at 
least afford valuable data for future action. 
At the mouth of the Pelican River, a bore | 
hole, in order to reach the tar-sands, would | 
require to be sunk 700 feet, and at the mouth 
of la Biche River about 1,200 feet The 
former lovality is 50 wiles distantin aatraight 
line from the outerop of tar-sand at Boiler 
Rapid. The latter is L060 miles divtant from 
the aamepoint, avd is oly 1L0 wiles from 
Edinouton.”
